VISIT) is to collect, maintain, and share information, including biometric identifiers, on foreign visitors to assist in determining 
whether an individual (1) should be prohibited from entering the United States; (2) can receive, extend, change, or adjust 
immigration status; (3) has overstayed or otherwise violated the terms of admission; (4) should be apprehended or detained for law 
enforcement action; or (5) needs special protection or attention (e.g., refugees).  
US-VISIT has established four goals to accomplish its mission: (1) enhance the security of our citizens and visitors; (2) facilitate 
legitimate travel and trade; (3) ensure the integrity of our immigration system; and (4) protect the privacy of our visitors. US-VISIT 
is a key component of a multi-layered, multi-agency defense that is integral to domestic security.  
US-VISIT satisfies legislative and departmental mandates. It contributes to DHS immigration and border management goals and 
provides American citizens and visitors with a more safe and facilitative border security and immigration process.

Based on the DHS Secretary's Resource Allocation Decisions for FY 2009, US-VISIT will receive an additional 35 FTPs with 17 FTEs in 
FY 2009 and 18 FTEs in FY 2010.

Based on the DHS Secretary's Resource Allocation Decisions for FY 2009, US-VISIT's budget level for FY 2009 has been revised to 
$425.3M. US-VISIT will also receive contributions from CBP for Operations and Maintenance beginning in FY 2009 with an initial 
value of $62.8M.
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
